The blaze started among 500 wooden cross arms for telegraph 


poles and a.quantity of paint and varnish. The alarm was'given by a 
night watchman and the fire boat Governor Markham and three fire 
engines responded.

The State of California was scheduled to sail.tomorrow for San 


Diego, Los Angeles and other southern 'California, ports and had taken 
on about 100 tons of freight.

Most of the freight and the coal in ;the steamer were .on the port 


side, causing the steamer to gradually list as the wafer was poured on 
the fire. . -

As soon as the.flames were extinguished the vessel's pumps were 


placed in operation to clear the hold.

In addition to the damage to the freight a number of the ;ror 


plates of the steamer were so badly warped thai they will have to be 
replaced. 


It was not until fivse o'clock this rn.brning.that.it was discovered 


that five sailors were asleep in the stern hold. 


It was believed that all of the members of the' crew had been 


awakened.

The damaged steamer is owned by the Pacific Coast Steamship 


Company and was built in Philadelphia in 1878. The vessel is 306 
feet in length' and is of 2266 tons register.

The crisis became acute" May 26, when 
His Majesty, after--.three 'months' rest, 
during which the regency, .was confid- 
ed to Crown Prince, Gustaye, resumed 
the reins of office. 
The Council; of 


State immediately submitted to him 
the consular bill which he, May 28, re- 
fused; to, sanction, arguing that 
any 


action must receive the sanction of 
the . mixed council. 
The Norwegian 


Council of State thereupon resigned, 
and the King refused to accept'the 
resignation as in view of the state; of 
public opinion it was : impossible..' to 
form a hew government.'/:Demonstra- 
tions were held -throughout the coun- 
try, endorsing the action, of the Coun- 
cil of State. 


The consular bill, while apparently 


of little importance, was designed to 
open" the whole question , of foreign 
affairs which Norway desires to man- 
age independently of Sweden.

under one king to be dissolved, and j 
that the King has ceased to act as I 
King of Norway.

government informed 
the 
Storthing 


that it relinquished office from today 
The Storthing ."thereupon unanimous- 
ly and without debate passed the fol- 
lowing .resolution: 


"Whereas, all the members of the 


Council of State have laid down the 
offices, and that 


"Whereas, His-Majesty, 
the King, 


has declared himself unable to estab- 
lish a new government for the coun- 
try, and, 
-"Whereas, the constitutional royal 
power thus_ becomes inoperative, the 
Storthing authorizes the members of 
the. Council of State who retired, to- 
day, to exercise until further notice 
as the Norwegian 
government 
the 


power appertaining to the King in ac- 
cordance,.with Norway's constitution 
and existing laws with those changes 
which . are necessitated Vby the fact 
that the union with Sweden under one 
King, is dissolved in consequence of 
the King having ceased to act as a 
Norwegian King." 


M. Michelsen, the retiring premier, 


accepted in behalf of the government, 


honorable and difficult task-••with 


which the Storthing;has entrusted it." 


Five 
Social-Democrats 
dissented 


from the address to the King. It is 
expected -that -the .Storthing will issue 
a proclamation to the Norwegian peo- 
ple regarding the 
dethronement of 


the monarch.

MAYOR MOTT WRITES TO 


INCINERATING COMPANY, 


Manager Replies That He Now Has 


the Situation Well 


in Hand. 


Mayor Mott has given out the follow- 


ing correspondence between himself and 
the Pacific Incinerating Company: 


"Oakland, Cal., June 3, 1805.—Pacific 


Incinerating Company, Twenty-sixth and 
Magnolia streets, Oakland, Cal.—Gentle- 
men: On April 29th I addressed you in 
reference to the inefficiency. of your ser- 
vice, and in reply to same you stated, 
after explaining some of the disadvan- 
tages you had .been laboring under, that 
you had, at last caught up with your 
work and that you could safely say that 
all of your customers would receive a 
regular and faithful service in the fu- 
ture, which assurances 
were reiterated 


on several occasions to me personally by 
your representatives. 


"As far as I am able to observe your 


service to the people of Oakland has not 


. materially 
Improved. 
Complaints c.on- 


. tinue to come in not only to this office, 


but the Health and Police Departments. 
I have now before me a report from the 
Police Department in regard to a com- 
plaint received from 826 and 828 Web- 
ster street. 
The occupants of both of 


said houses claim to have notified you 
both by mall and by telephone over, a 
month ago, and several times since, to 
take away their garbage, but that you 
have not removed the garbage, and as 
a result one of the children living at 823 
Webster street has taken sick. 


"L N. Miller Jr., superintendent of the 
American- District Telephone Company, 
residing at 7 Lester avenue, East Oak- 
land, says it is six weeks since any gar- 
bage or waste matter has been removed 
from his premises, notwithstanding you 
have been repeatedly notified. 
He says 


all his waste matter and garbage is kept 
separate; that there Is no reason for the 
neglect, and that all his neighbors are 
.making tho same complaint. 


"Mrs. Charles A. Sands of 269 Durant 


street writes that she ordered your com- 
pany to furnish her with a two-can ser- 
_vice; that you have not as yet done so, 
and in consequence she is compelled to 
put the garbage In a box; that her yard 


fully noted. We wish to report on com- 
plaints specified as follows: 
"The Mr. Fisher who lives at 826 Web- 
ster street, we find his condition as fol- 
lows: 
"Five barrels of mixed garbage and our 
service not installed. 
We can find no 
record either by telephone or letter to 
install our service. 
"A Mr. Isaacs lives at 828 Webster 
street. He has three and one-half barrels 
of mixed garbage, our service not in- 
nd 
stalled, 
, 
he likewise has never asked 
, 
us to install same. He has a child con- 
fined to the house with rheumatism. His 
wife does not lay. said sickness to the 
fact that her garbage has not been re- 
moved. 
"I. N. Miller Jr., living at 7 Lester ave- 
nue. Bast Oakland, has been cleaned up 
since the 13th day of last month. 
His 
wife reports that they have been getting 
regular service since that time. They 
did not have proper service before this 
time because they refused 
to use our 
garbage can, but mixed their garbage and 
waste matter and refused to pay extra 
for the hauling away of same, pay 
, but finally 
made the separation and burned the 
garbage in" a vacant lot next door, and 
were then cleaned up. They have no num- 
ber on their house and are within 100 
feet of 148 on the same street. 
Tha 
writer had to call at nearly every house 
or. the street before he succeeded In find- 
Ing Mr. Miller's house to make an in- 
vestigation o£ his complaint. 
"Airs. Charles A. Sands of 260 Durant 
street is iustiaed in making her com- 
plaint. She has a full can in her yard, 
which will be picked up today, and the 
two-can service will be furnished from 
this day on. She has never expressed In 
this office a willingness to have a two • 
can Bin-vice, but we find that she did ask 
for same through the Board of Health. 
"At the home of A. P. Holland, 1608 
Telegraph avenue, we find, after ques- 
tioning the help, that they did have one 
dirty can some six or seven weeks ago, 
which was complained of and removed at 
once. Mrs. Holland complained that the 
can sitting in her yard this morning was 
dirty. Our representative called and, af • 
ter rubbing his hand about the inside, 
failed to show any results. 
"Last 
week we were considerably 
rushed and it is probable that we missed 
some cans throughout the city. We did 
not work on Decoration Day because of 
the fact that it was a legal holiday, and 
we were compelled to crowd the 1500-'0r 
1600 cans that should have gone to tha 
crematory on that day in the work dona 
in the balance of the week, but we feel 
that we are on 
time with 
is very small, which results in a very garbage today throughout the city. 
cttuily. 
unsanitary and decidedly unsatisfactory 
condition. 


"A. P. Holland, president of the United 


Abstract Companies, says your service 
is extremely irregular; that he has never 
on any occasion received a clean can, 
but one dripping with 
liquid garbage, 


which bears every indication of having 
been collected from some other house 
shortly before. 


"Tho 
above are 
only a few of 
the 


numerous complaints that are coming In, 
and as they are from very reputable 
people it would indicate that they are 
justifiable. 


"I would like to have you reply at 


ones to this office and state the reasons 
why the service has not been properly 
rendered in these particular cases. 
"From my personal observation and 
Investigation I am satisfied that your 
company.-is not fulfilling its promises 
made in its letter to me of May 3, and 
also on several occasions since In per- 
sonal Interviews with-your manager, to 
the effect that you were giving good and 
regular service to your customers, car- 
rying out your contract with tbe city 
and obeying the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. 


"I am also informed that many per- 
sons who have become .dissatisfied with 
the service of your company are dis- 
posing of their garbage in other ways 
that are unsanitary ' and which I fear 
will prove a menace to the health of our 
people. This is a very serious matter, 
and I feel much concerned over the man- 
ner In which you are conducting this 
branch o£ the public service. 


"The summer months are now at hand 


and we are in the midst of the fruit 
season, when the accumulation of gar- 
bage is sure to increase, and unless a 
prompt service can be Inaugurated at 
once and maintained the condition will 
certainly become unbearable. 
"In view of ail of the above facts, I 
again call your attention to the contract 
and ordinance and will say once more 
that I do insist and demand that you 
fulfill your contract with the city to the 
letter, and unless I receive absolute as- 
surance and proof, not only from your 
company, but from the people of Oak- 
land, that your contract is being carried 
out strictly to the letter, I shall deem 
it my duty to take such steps as are 
necessary to protect tho full interests 
of the people.

Given" in a Damage Case. 


That lie cleanest plate put upon a 


king's table has dlseaile germs upon 
'it ready at any moment to attack any 
part of the human body left (or any 
time without protectionjwas^the testi- 
mony of Dr. Carl H. Krone today in 
the damage suit now on trial before 
Judge Ellsworth and a Jury, In which 
Hirst Parkin le asking $10,000 from the 
Grayson-Owen Co, for Injuries 
sus- 


tained by being run Into by a runaway 
team belonging to them. 


It developed under the examination 


of a number of doctors by Attorney 
.Stanley:Moore, who represents Parkin, 
that the plaintiff's .left knee; had been 
seriously injured and was now affected 
.with tuberculosis. It was stated that 
the; tuberculosis germ is omnipresent 
and • does not confine Its operations to 
the lungs alone .but will attack 
any 
part - o f the body 
left unprotected, 


.more especially • tlia joints. 
The per- 


fumed breath of the fairest damsel in 
the land is loaded with them, as is that 
of the flearbitten tramp; and they float 
in and out of-the air cells, ever vigilant 
to obtain a foothold. 


Dr. Carl Krone was one*, of toe doc- 
tors called xto tell the Jury what the 
trouble was-with Parkin's knee, and he 
stated.that he believed it was affected 
with tuberculosis and that the injury 
was permanent, and then described the 
actions of germs generally by saying:

SAN FHANCISCO, June 7.—From. the 


first o( this month every man who wishes 
to enter the 'service of the Southern Pa- 
cific will .have to pass a physical exami- 
nation to prove his fitness Tor work. This 
is one of the latest rulings of General 
Manager B. E. Calvin, and a circular to 
that effect has been sent to all the heads 
of departments at the Merchants' Ex- 
change building. 
A charge of SI is to be deducted from 
the iirst month's pay of those who have 
passed the examination and who have se- 
cured employment. 
According to the circular no one is ex- 
empt from this examination except those 
who get employment upon the road as 
laborers and trackmen, and then the boss 
of the gang is held responsible for the 
good condition of the men. These bosses 
are instructed to be careful as to the meo 
they employ ana are to use their judg- 
ment as to their physical condition. 
This policy is in line with the Eastern 
roads, which are getting more particular 
every day as to the men they take on. 
Soundness of health was hitherto re- 
quired on the part of men who were em- 
ployed in the running of trains, but the 
circular sent out by Mr. Calvin implies 
that a good physical condition is equally 
necessary for clerks as for trainmen. 
As the railroad is constantly hiring new 
men this tax of $1 to enter the service 
will materially aid the hospital fund. 
For some time past the different rail- 
roads have made an age limit, when they 
will take on men and as this age is put 
at forty this means that only young men 
may consider themselves eligible for em- 
ployment. It is said that the work re- 
quired of men on the railroads is of so 
pressing a nature that only the young 
and the strong can stand up to the strain, 
and this examination test means that only 
the pick of the young men in the coun- 
try will be able to become railroad men.

A Los Angeles .paper says "the prospect of this country being 


flooded by a tide of Japanese coolie labor brought over to work on 


' the Panama Canal is 'not reassuring." 


The stupidity displayed in-the above paragraph is less assuring. 


It is sheer rot. The Japanese do not have 'to go to Panama to get to 
the United States. Our ports are open to their coming, ahdyif7 re- 
strictive laws should be passed going to Panama to .work on the canal 
would not give Japanese coolies the right to enter the United States. 
Hence there is no logical connection between employing Japanese 
labor on the canal and the alleged danger of flooding this country 
with coolies. 


Not more than 15,000 or 20,000 Japanese laborers will be required 


'at Panama. Surely-this is not a formidable number, seeing that there 
are already ten times that many in the,United States. 
Furthermore, 


the Japanese commissioner has reported unfavorably to the importa- 
tion' of Japanese coolies to work on the canal. He does not believe 
Panama is a good place for Japanese on account. of the unhealthy 
climate and unsanitary conditions. Nevertheless -we shall continue 
to hear yawping about the danger to American labor and institutions 
incurred by employing Japanese on .the canal. What white, man 
wants the job? The pay is a miserable pittance and the surroundings 
wretched and disease-breeding. White men cannot stand the climate 
and will not work for the paltry wages paid. So the work must be 
done by negroes, Japanese and Chinese.

Only about 4,000 out of'22,000 
escaped death or capture. Nelson's victory at Trafalgar was not near- 


-i ly so overwhelming, nor was the loss of the French and Spaniards so 


'heavy. Admiral Duncan's defeat of the Dutch under De Winter is the 
nearest approach in completeness to Togo's victory, but the Dutch 
naval power had already been broken by Blake. It is noteworthy that 
Blake, who was the greatest admiral England ever had, if Nelson be 
excepted, was no sailor at all, but was a colonel of horse when Crom- 
well selected him to command the British fleet against the redoubtable 
Van Tromp. Blake's tactics were simple. His battle plan may be 
summed up in the order he gave-his sailing masters to lay his ships 
alongside the Dutch and fight it out at close quarters. That was Nel- 
son's style of fighting also. Togo seems to have gone at the Russians 
fiammer and tongs when he got them where he wanted them.

.evening entertainment, saj ing that those 
who contributed to the funds for tha

Bailey, who .had .a-number.of moun- 


taineering feats to his credit, : started' 
from the valley early "in'the morning 
in company with Staats to climb • the 
almost perpendicular face of the cliff. 
There is no. trail, and the foot of man 
had never been set" there before.' This 
fact was what inspired:the attempt to, 
acale this grand freak of ;nature.

they had accomplished half of the: 
3000 feet and halted for breath. Bailey 
sat down on a narrow shelf and Staats 
clung to the' face of the rock below.

the aged Judge of the Recorder's Court

verted Justice. The Judge was accused 
by Attorney Rawson, with whom he ha* 
had a long-standing feud, with having 
changed or substituted a public record. 
The last tarn of the event* In the quar- 
rel has brought forth, an ;original and. 
unique statement from Judge'Black. It 
Is as follows) 
"Now comes John Blade end emphati- 
cally denies each and every allegation In 
the charges made against him by said 
Rawson, that \he 'altered, changed . or 
substituted In his court or elsewhere, a 
jublic record, and asserts that the charge 
s -false- arid malicious,''concocted in a 
mean, contemptible -brain. I-am'-greatly 
surprised- that .a Judge of'the Superior 
Court of Alameda••. County should be so 
"ar influenced by an ex parte statement 
from any man, and,: to give it sufficient 
consideration, to .tell • me In his court, 
you ought to be glad' of an -opportunity 
to .explain' a charge which; If true . will 
arid you in State's prisont -and that 
charge not In writing or under oath. The 
Judge's remark was uncalled for and 
unjust at least.

Iro, and left poor Stetson to face the 
:rlal alone for the people of-the State of 
California at Haywards. 
The Jury was 
:he sole selection of the people and found 
:he defendant 'not guilty,1 and added'In 
ts verdict, 'if. you ever: have such .a' 
silly case again please keep it in San 
jeandro.' 
So far I have- paid- no atten- 
tion%to this man or his Insults. In or out 
of my court, except about three yearspago 
when he attacked me with a -heavy ~cane 
and struck me on my head. 
In self- 
defense I smote him oh his cocoanut bead 
and dropped him at my feet, spilling 
some of his ugly blood. 
"All this is done for.no good purpose 
on his part, but from malicious, vexa- 
tious motive* to cause me to resign or 
hold: me up to public ridicule and con- 
tempt,, or have*.me otherwise removed 
from office.

Officer Curtin tells the following story 
of the: discovery pf the crimei 
"I was standing with Duffy, and Savage 
near the corner of Ross alley and Jackson 
street when an excited Chinese rushed up 
to us and cried: 'Woman die. Come up 
street!' H was about 11:16, and we hur- 
ried, according to his direction, to the 
corner of Stockton and Jackson streets, 
where we saw a. woman lying on the 
sidewalk, evidently breathing her last.

CHINESE 
DISAPPEARS. 


The Chinese who first gave the infonna- 


:lon was not to be found when wanted 
:o assist In the Identification, but Lum 
To, .who keeps a clubhouse on Ross alley. 
Informed the authorities that the mur- 
dered woman was the wife of Chin Blng 
Long1, and that her home was on Clay 
street, near Dupont. At the Central 
Emergency Hospital. Ah Mon appeared 
soon,after the patrol' wagon had.deposited 
ts ghastly-burden on the slab: and. an- 
nounced that he knew the woman. 
Chin Bing Long, the husband of tha 
murdered woman, la a notorious high- 
binder of the Sam Tup society,, who Is 
at present in Vallejo, where he Is em- 
ployed as a cook aboard a ship. The po- 
ice claim that .during her husband's ab- 
sence Ah Sam had been coquetting with 
another Chinese and that relatives of hei 
husband among the highbinders killed her 
because of her:unfaithfulness to him... The 
woman - was a member of. the Lee family 
and some of her.relatlves are of the Hop 
ilng tong, which numbers many, vicious 
fighters. It may be that her relatives 
will demand Indemnity from 
the 
Sam 
fups for.her murder and• that non-pay-, 
ment will start another bitter war in 
Chinatown. 
-Some of'the'woman's friends suggest 
.hat the recent fight for supremacy In 
he. Six Companies, In which the Lee 
amlly gained almost complete control, 
caused opposition hatchetmen to kill- Ah 
Sam. If this should prove the_real cause 
of the murder'a war Is on in .Csnnatown, 
with the fiercest of the fighting rbatchet- 
men arrayed against each other.

HEALTH BOARD ACTS. 


ALAMEDA. June 7.—The local Board _ 


Health Is going affer the'lying-in home 
or "maternity hospitals" of. this city and 
will have an ordinance drafted which 
will^have the effect of keeping Institu- 
tions which in the past have been con- 
ducted under shady *~ conditions under 
close supervision. 
-In the case .of one 
such "baby farm" in .Alameda the woman 
who conducts the place ;has been, ar- 
rested on rather serious charges upon a 
number of "occasions, but always man- 
aged to get clear. The proposed regula- 
tion will prevent abuses which have'given 
such places uneaviable notoriety. 


The ordinance Is to place a maternity 


home under supervision of the Health 
Board officials and Health Officer, and 
to require that a record :be made of every 
birth, the condition of the child when 
born, names and address, of its parents 
and as to its disposal. "When the child 
is taken by parties other than its par- 
ents; all the circumstances must be re- 
corded in the register to be kept by the 
Health Board; 


The maternity hospital -must be open 


at all "times to the Inspection of the 
officials and must be conducted in accord- 
ance with rules laid down by the Health 
Board. 
The purpose -of the ordinance, 


which is to be drawn by City Attorney 
i£.-W. Simpson, with suggestions by the 
physicians, is to tear aside the veil of 
secrecy which is the vaunted boast o-f 
the proprietors of such institutions, who 
advertise a" home for women with every- 
thing "confidential."
